TAFT VITALIZES CONSERVATION. 


A perceptible step toward practical conservation was that taken 
by President Taft the other day, when he authorized the with- 
drawal of 35,073,164 acres of coal lands from the public domains 
in the states of North and South Dakota, Washington, Utah, Col- 
orado and the territory of Arizona. 

Some of the withdrawals were made under laws already ©ex- 
isting and were simply confirmations of withdrawals already author- 
ized. Others were made under new laws just enacted by congress 
But both withdrawals and confirmations, considered jointly, were 
made possible by the broadened scope of legislation passed at the 
recent session. 

It is proper to give the president credit for good faith in this 
connection. Otherwise, it would be a trifle difficult to distinguish 
what percentage of these withdrawals were due to an unequivocal 
public sentiment and what to Mr. Taft’s original allegiance to the 
principle of conservation. 

The main source of congratulation is that we have made a 
beginning in a practical way upon the giant task of actual conserva- 
tion of the public domain, and that means that conservation of 
other national resources must soon follow in its train. 

It is pleasing, in this respect, to note that rumor credits the 
president with determination to push the Appalachian reservation 
bill with all his vigor at the first assembling of the new. congress. 

So long as the east clamors for conservation in the west, and 
then exhibits indifference regarding the application of the principle 
in its own bailiwick, we need not be surprised that western repre- 
sentatives and senators find abundant ground for dissatisfaction and 
criticism. 

There is no valid argument that can be advanced and main- 
tained against the speedy inauguration of the Appalachian project. 
It has been threshed out too many times to admit of any doubt 
either of its need or its feasibility. When it is borne in mind that 
this measure is, moreover, only a start at conservation in ‘the south, 
and that the various states have yet to get on the wagon, the need 
for conservative haste 1s apparent. 

The first glamor over conservation has worn off. 
comes a stern matter of daily routine and fighting, not quite as 
fascinating, perhaps, but of incomparably greater importance.

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WHEN WE HEDGE COTTON WITH CORN. 


It took a purse of $700, offered by the little city of Commerce, 
Ga., to bring out the corn-producing possibilities of Jackson, Banks, 
Franklin and Madison counties. 

The prize was offered at the beginning of the year; 160 farmers 
entered the contest and now it is said that in that section are many 
acres of the finest corn ever seen by the oldest inhabitants. 

It is also reported that many visitors who have traveled through 
Kansas declare that the corn grown in the traditional corn-growing 
state cannot approach the Georgia article. 

That is by no means surprising. The soil of this state, in sec- 
tions where corn is cultivated, 1s more ideally adapted to its pro- 
duction than the soil of Kansas. The climate is better, and there 
is much more vacant land upon which to beat the record of the 


western commonwealth. ; 

Had Georgia lived up to her corn-growing opportunities as has 
Kansas, not forgetting meanwhile her fecundity in cotton, it would 
be difficult to estimate the wealth of the state at this time. 

Another thing. 

Diversifying cotton with corn would not only have meant sta- 
ble prices for the former staple, and a rival crop almost as import- 
ant from the standpoint of financial return, it would:also have meant 
the |addition of a third great industry—that of growing cattle. 

As a result of a relatively simple little contest, many of the 
fermers of these four counties will this year get a convincing object- 
lesson in the value of corn-raising. They may make as much cot- 
ton, probably, but get more for it, since they will not have to pay 
cash for corn and fodder. 

It is unlikely, also, that they will ever go back entirely to the 
one-+crop system.

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LAWYERS REFUSING, BUSINESS MEN 


MUST REFORM 


THE PROCEDURE 


Following are the views of a well- 
known Atlanta business man. At his 
Own réquest, The Constitution with- 
holds his name: 

Editor Constitution: I have read, 
from the attitude of a taxpayer and 
man of considerable business experi- 
ence, the recent spasmodic expressions 
which have appeared in your paper 
about reforms in the administration of 
the law. Such ‘divers good and 
citizens as Judges Hopkins, 
Hillyer and Callaway print pointed ad- 
missions of the law's defects, inter- 
Spersed with occasional timid hints of 
cures. But the courts and the legal) 
gentry generaily appear to be quite 
content with these spasmodic ebulli- 
tions, and time wags on in the same 
old way with “nothing doing.” 

Out of this fog there has flashed but 
one concrete fact—that our present 
legal procedure is obsolete, inefficient, 
and deserves al] the contempt it gets. 

These confessions coming from. the 
high priests, coupled with the extraor- 
dinary, but uncontroverted, state- 
ment of Judge Hillyer that there are 
more homicides in one year in Georgia 
than there are tn the same length of 
time in the whole of Great Britain, and 
Teddy’s statement that European opin- 
lon is agreed that our form of govern- 
ment has failed to make good, put me 
to thinking about the matter from a 
business man’s standpoint. 

If a business man found his affairs 
going to the dogs and was at a loss 
to know why (assuming such a thing 
could exist), he would instant'y employ 
an expert examiner and report. 

Are there no legal experts who are 
willing to make _ practical reports? 
Our trial judges and higher ‘courts 
ought to know what is the matter. 
Why are they silent? The upper 
courts, as I understand it, form a part 
of our state government and are sup- 
posed to be overflowing with cases and 
experience. Do they never make re- 
ports to the public of what they do, 
of their needs, or offer suggestions as 
to what should he done to, at least, 
repair the old, worn-out machinery? 

Why don't these courts state their 
needs and conditions, and give us the 
benefit of such Information ag they may 
possess? The governor does it; the at- 
torney general does it; with the state 
treasurer, and every other public of- 
ficial, so far as I know. These report 
defects, deficiences, needs in their va- 
rious departments; take the public into 


it. Is there some old moss-back eti- 
quette that prevents the appellate 


courts from talking? If there is, let 
us repeal it by an act of the city | 
council. 

I say a business man grould prompt- 
ly employ a competent expert, and 
study his report. He would then act 
with greater promptness. 

Why don't these courts and the bar 
act? Not rest content with their news- 
paper cards—but get busy about it in 
a practical, organized way. Why take 
it out in impotent vaporings and sug- 
gestions for somebody to do some- 
thing? Do the bar associations ever 
engage in anything but a frolic? Or 
is the law business exempt from im- 
provement? Are there no new time, 
monev and labor-saving inventions in 
the law? ls Blackstone still the latest 
patent? 

Let Business Men Act. 

And right here is where I come in 
If the bench and bar cannot, or wil! 
not do anything, then let them step 


eside and turn the burden over to 
practical business men. 

The situation to them is ridiculous. 
Suppose Mr. Henry Johnson knew his 
force was stealing more from him thar. 
from all the firms in Great Britain. 
Wouldn't he get busy and put a speedy 
stop to it? And in doing this, he 
would probably not be ass enough to 


appeal to the law to help, or let more 


than two-centurfes pass without act- 
ing. 

The great charge against the law in 
the eye of the business man is its 
waste—waste of time, money and jus- 
tice. Waste is what a business man 
dreads most, and watches always with 
unsleeping eyes. Any expenditure of 
money, time, or effort which does not 
reproduce itself, with a profit, is to 
him waste—the most vicious of all 
things under the sun. 

I assert that a few competent busi- 
ness men could take hold of the legal 
machinery, and so reconstruct it as to 
save at least 331-3 per cent of the 
ignorant, biting waste that now per- 
meates the ancient structure, from 
the rotten roof to the crumbling 
foundation. I have inquired a little 
into the situation, and find that the 
cost to the taxpayers of operating one 
superior court, or one city court, in 
this county is not less than $150 per 
day. This really does not include all, 
and is a low estimate. It approxi- 
mates the salary and fees of the judge, 
clerks, bailiffs, stenographer, janitor, 
jurors, ice, fuel, lights, stationery, 
realty investment account, repairs, 
etc. Three superior court and two city 
court judges make this a fat aggre- 
gate of $7650 each working day. And 
this is not all, by a good deal, This is 
somewhat expensive machinery, though 
I do not mean to suggest that it could 
be operated for less. 

How Waste Esuaters. 

But the waste here comes in the use 
to which this machinery is put, for I 
am informed that 50 per cent of the 
cases tried involve less than the cost 
of operating any one particular caurt 
per day. This illustration was given 
me: A case for damages to real estate 
was tried in the superior court for four 
days, at a cost of about $600 including 
the loss to the witnesses and the at- 
torneys' fees. The jury gave the 
plaintif®? $80. If the county treasurer 
had drawn his warrant for this sum 
in favor of the plaintiff at the time the 
case was filed, the county would have 
been net gainer to the extent of $520. 
lt would have paid the witnesses to 
have chipped in for the purse and gone 
back to their respective offices. If Mr. 
J. K. Orr were to install in his business 
machines which cost him $600 each to 
operate, and the net returns of which 
were $80 each, and persisted in this 
course, he would be adjudged a lunatic, 
and lodged in the state asylum in ten 
Gays; and if no friend was kind 
enough to take such a step for him, 
he would be a bankrupt in six months. 

I denounce a system that will pro- 
duce such waste as being inherently 
ignorant and vicious. . 

This illustration was so. striking 
that I followed it up, and was toid 
again that about fifty per cent of the 
cases tried in the court of appeals 
involved less than one hundred dol- 
lars. I understand that a case over 4 
canary bird was breught and triedina 
justice court, then carried to the 
superior court and tried there, and 
then appealed to the supreme court 
and tried there. It igs impossible for 
the business mind to conceive, @ 
manufacturer's deliberately putting in 
a machine which cost him a thousand 
dollars a day to operate, and yet the 
net product of which was a two-dol- 
lar canary bird. This sort of waste 
goes beyond a reflection upon the ad- 
ministration of the law, and becomes 
an insult to human intelligence. It can 
breed nothing but a contempt for the 
law, which, in turn, breeds only viola- 
tions of the law. 

The waste in time is known to every 
litigant that ever entered the court 
house and years are taken to dispose 
of matters involving sums that a busi- 
ness man would promptly and justly 
dispose of in minutes. 

The waste in justice is so enormous 
that the people are afraid to trust 
the law, and go back to the origin 
of all things and administer organic 
law through Judge Lynch. 

I repeat, that if the legal profession 
cannot, or will not act, then let them 
turn the mates —_— to Fred Paxon

Washington, July 10.—Trade of the 
United States with its non-contiguous 


“territories for the fiscal year just end- 


ed, aggregated about $190,000,000, ac- 
cording to statistics of the department 
of commerce and labor. 

The department contrasts this with 
the record of 1897, when the trade 
with non-contiguous territories aggre- 
gated only $35,000,000. 

Statistics show that for eleven 
months of the last fiscal year the 
shipr ents from the United States to 
Porto ‘co, Hawaii, the Philippines, 
Guam, Midway, Tutuilla and Alaska, 
amounted to $75,000,000, and the ship- 
ments therefrom to the United States 
This trade, both exports 
and imports, was larger than that of 
the preceding year. The largest per- 
centage of gain was in the Philippines, 
to which the recent tariff act extend- 
ed the privilege of interchange of mer- 
chandise free of duty. 

Imports from the Philippines in the 
eleven months ending with May, 1910, 
were valued at $15 887,418 against 
$8,860,429 in the same months of 1909. 
Exports for the corresponding periods 
amounted to $15,146,445 in 1910, and

Dr. Holderby PraisesEdi- 
torial on Subject in 


The Constitution.

At the lagt meeting of the Evangel- 
ical Ministers’ association the follow- 
ing committee was appointed to draft 
resolutions condemning the Jeffries- 


Johnson prize fight at Reno, and all 
prize fights: Drs. Holderby, Siler, Lin- 
gle, Smith and Foot. These resolu- 
tiong are now being prepare. 

In speaking yesterday t9 hig ccn- 
gregation, Dr. Holderby, pastor of the 
Moore Memorial church, and a mem- 
ber of thig committee, severely de- 
nounced prize fighting. His sermon is 
as follows: 


“We should feel profoundly thankful 
to God that the public conscience has 
at last been aroused against the pbru- 
tal prize fights which have so long 
been a disgrace to our Christian civ- 
ilization. The gplendid editorial in 
The Atlanta Constitution of the 6th 
instant voices the sentiments of al] 
respectable people. 

“The editorial takes a conservative, 
yet high, position against this brutal 
business of prize fighting, and espe- 
clally of the recent disgraceful fight 
between a white man and a negro. 

“They are both classed as ‘brutes,’ 
and so they are. 

“The stronger brute won the vic- 
tory over the weaker. 

“At the last meeting of the Evan- 
gelical Ministers’, association of At- 
lanta a committee was appointed to 
draft resolutions denouncing the re- 
cent fight at Reno, and protesting 
against all such brutal exhibitions 
within the borders of the United States. 

“It is an omen of better things when 
the pulpit and press get together on 
the great moral questions of the day, 
and unite their moral influence against 
the evil forces at work in our land. 
The press and pulpit should work to- 
gether. The stand also taken by Mayor 
Maddox and the city council in pro- 
hibiting the exhibition of prize fight 
moving pictures in the city, is to be 
highly commended, and our ‘city to be 
congratulated. 

“Let the good work of cleanfn 
Atlanta go on. She needs a good “le 
ing. 

“Our entire country, as well, is 
sorely in need of a great moral revo- 
lution, an awakening of the public 
conscience. The present system of ed- 
ucation in the United States is wrong 
in so far as it emphasizes the phvs- 
ical training to_the neglect of the in- 
tellectual and moral. 

“It is a well-known fact that in our 
schools and colleges the champion 
baseball and football player is more 
highly honored than the young man 
who achieves distinction in his liter- 
ary or scientific course. 

“And thus the premium is placed 
upon the physical far beyond its de- 
serts. It is no wonder, then, that the 
country is running wild over a brutal 
prize fight. It is high time to call a 
halt in this thing. 

‘Tf our system of education is not 
changed the next generation of men 
will be little more than a lot of brain- 
less and brutal athietes. 

“Down with the prize fights 
brutal football games forever! 

“Tt {s a sad commentary upon the 
civilization of our time when the- man 
who can beat into unconsciousness 
his fellow man is made a hero and is 
given the highest honors. 

“It is no sign of true manly courage 
or of intellectual prowess in a man 
who iniures his amtagonist In a con- 
test of brute force. 

“When it comes to a contest of phys- 
ical supremacy, then the irrational 
beast of the forest is superior to man. 

“How foolish, therefcre, is the man 
made in the image of God and en- 
dowed with splendid intellectual and 
moral powers, to prostitute those pow- 
ers to the low plane of sensuality and 
brutality? Let ug change our system 
of education and give a larger place 
to the moral and intellectual in the 
training of our young men for the 
higher ideals’ of life.”

$40,000,000 IN GOLD 
COMING FROM EUROPE 


Heavy Imports Expected by the 
Unite States Treasury 
Department. 

Washington, July 10.—The belief is 
expressed by treasury officials that 
the import movement of gold from 
Europe will approximate $40,000,000 
by the Christmas season. 
last fiscal year the United States was 
draineg of coin and bullion to the ex- 
tent of more than $50,000,000. It was 
thought by the government experts 
that the homeward flow of gold would 
not begin so early, but that it would 
follow ordinary trade conditions later 
in the season. 

It has been the observation of the 
treasury experts that foreign conti- 
nental banks gradually have been 
aiming to strengthen their gold re- 
serves, which probably accounts for 
th inquiries for the precious metal 
at London. A great deal of the gold 
that went out of the country was due 
to natural trade operations. Then a 
large amount was shipped to the Ar- 
gentine republic. That country nego- 
tiated a /arge loan in London some 
time ago, and much of the gold coin 
was withdrawn from New York be- 
cause the foreign houses making the 
loan could secure better terms there. 

Last fiscal year there was a net loss 
by the United States in gold coin of 
$42,612,692. The total loss of coin by 
export and from use in the arts 
$86,428,239, which, however, was offset 
Dy @ net coinage of $43,815,547. Im- 
ports of gold bullion from July to Apri] 


were $18,247,686, and exports for the 
same period, $27,627,782.

It is thought that 
Kinet is fatally injured.

The measure 
has already been discussed in each 
body for several days, but consider- 
able opposition has developed to it, 
Gespite the long records of indorse- 
ments of the principle by democratic 
national] and state conventions. 


tutional amendment to permit con- 
gress to impose this tax are insisting 
that the tax is the fairest that could 
be imposed; that it is a tax on wealth 
and not on poverty; a tax on large 
fortunes and an exemption of men of 
small means from part of the taxes 
they now pay; a tax that is needed to 
make swollen fortunes pay a larger 
amount of the money needed to run 
the government. 

The opponents of the measure say 
it was proposed to the states for rati- 
fication by a reparblican congress, and 
they are afraid of it. Others claim 
that the states ought to levy the tax. 
Still others say it is an inquisitorial 
tax, and federal officers will, under it, 
be empowered to ask embarrassing 
questions. 

In response to this last suggestion 
the friends of the measure ask what 
tax bill was ever passed that was not 
inquisitorial. The idea ig dismissed 
as too pwuertie and absurd for discus- 
sion. 

Other Legislative Matters. 

After the income tax resolution is 
out of the way, the amendment of the 
present registration law will be taken 
up. This law has been attacked as 
being responsible for the disfranchise- 
ment of many white men and the en- 
franchisement of 11,000 negro voters this 
year. It is said to be crudely drawn, 
and almost unintelligible in some of its

Dougherty County Farms Sold 
to Northwestern Home- 
seekers. 


Albany, Ga., July 10.—(Specia!.)— 
G. C. Schemp, of the state of Wash- 
ington, has purchased from the Wil- 
sons the fine old Wilson plantation, 
about twelve miles south of Albany, 
on the west bank of Flint river. The 
place will be planted in pecans. There 
are 3,000 acres in this fine old planta- 
tién, and only a small part of its 
cleared area has been under cultiva- 
tion during recent years. 

Professor Craig, of Cornell univer- 
sity, considered one of the country’s 
leading authorities on horticulture, 
was inetrumental in putting through 
the deal for the Wilson place. After 
a careful investigation, he pronounced 
the Albany district perfect, both as to 
soil and climate, for producing paper 
shell pecans of the finest variety. He 
is himself largely interested in pecan 
lands in this section, and thinks the 
industry is just now in its infancy. 

In all, more than 7,000 acres of 
Dongherty county land has been sold 
to residents of other states within the 
past thirty days, and all is to be 
planted in pecans.

Would Like One, Too. 


There came a sudden halt in Mar- 
lon Gurley’s speech, and for a second 
he took on a serious look. As _ sud- 
denly he broke out in a hearty laugh. 
That laugh over, he said: 

“You want a picture of Minnie? So 
do I. I never saw but one ef her. 
Maybe her husband has some. Why 
not ask him? I had one when they 
arrested me in Chattanooga, but it 
was taken away from me.” 

Marion Gurley has letters in his 
possession from Lott Parshal, of Ring- 
gold, in which he asserts that it was 
Marion Gurley who took h's’ wife 
away from him, and in which he as 
much as askKs him to bring her back 
and leave them in peace. 

“Reckon J]’d have a wife anybody 
could take away from me? If I did, 
I leave her go. Sure I'd never ask a 
man to bring her back to me.” 

Not an unkind word did Marion 
Gurley utter about Minnie. Of her 
he spoke in the most respectful terms. 
Not even was he unkind in his re- 
marks about Minnie’s husband. 

“No, I'm no outiaw, and I ain’t hid- 
ing out,’ said Marion Gurley, as he 
told of his only test with the law, 
and as he talked of that, Gurley 
laughed as the old picture came back 
to life in his mind. 

Some years ago Marion Gurley, 
with a ne‘ghbor, went to Gainesville. 

here was some illicit liquor in the 
wagon, and Chief of Police Richard- 
son, of Gainesville, found it. Gurley 
and his companion were arrested. 

“Tl stayed in jail two days, and then 
I paid a fine of $54. When Un'‘ted 
States Commissioner Gaston bound me 
over he told me he did so because I 
was found ‘in bad company. That was 
the first time 1 ever ran against the 
law. and I lost. Stronger people than 
I have lost when they bucked the 
law. No, thanks, I don’t want any 
more of that in mine.” 

Was This Juan Gurley? 

While Marion Gurley was deliver- 
ing his narrative a man of about his 
age, wearing a black moustache and 
not wholly unlike Marion wurley, 
came through the big gate in front 
of the house, and walking up on the 
porch sat down within easy hearing 
of all that was being sald. He 
merely nodded his head as he came 
upon the porch. Neither the elder 
turley nor Marion paid the slightest 
attention to the newcomer. There were 
no tntroductions and not once did 
the ‘stranger”’” speak.

Juan appears to have been able to 
get along all right when he leaves 
whisky alone. But when he imbibes 
he is inclined to get a little wild. 
After Hawkes had charged Gurley 
with cattle shooting, the two met one 
day at the court grounds. A quarrel 
Started and Juan Gurley shot Hawkes 
in the hip, making a serious wound. 
Gurley was arrested by friends of 
Hawkes. They tied him’ on a horse 
with ropes and led that horse to 
Morgantown in Fannin county, where 
Gurley was jailed. That ride, tied on 
a horse, covered twenty-four miles. 
Juan Gurley remained in jail five days 
and then using the strong arm. work- 
ed his way to liberty. Subsequently a 
true bill was found against him. but 
he was never arrested’ for that offense 
and was never tried. Unless that true 
bill has been set aside for some rea- 
son, it: still hangs over Juan Gurley’s 
head. 

Not long ago M. H. Hyatt, of this 
section, accused Juan Gurley of talk- 
ing about him to revenue officers. 
few days subsequent to that some 
some one fired at Juan Gurley from the 
bushes, wounding him badly. Juan 
Gurley charged Hyatt with ambushing 
him and went to the Hyatt home. 
There was a quarrel. Hyatt denied 
Gurley’s charges and afterward asked 
Gurley to remain tw dinner. Gurley 
did so, but after dinner the quarrel 
was renewed. The men got out of 
the house when Gurley shot Hyatt, 
inflicting an ugly wound. Homer 
Hyatt, son of M. Hy Hyatt, was present 
and started across the room, presum- 
ebly to get a gun. At least that {fs 
what Juan Gurley thought. Gurley 
ordered young Hyatt to stop and when 
he refused to do so, Gurley shot him 
and then rode off, while someone 
called for a physician for father and 
son. 


Guriey Was Not Afraid. 


“Juan, telling ug about that scrape,” 
said the father, ‘‘declared he started to 
shoot Hyatt in the hotse. Andrew 
Phillips, a friend of the Hvyatts, was 
sitting in the house with a shot gun 
in his lap. Juan didn’t care for that, 
but before he got ready to shoot he 
heard a noise in the loft and thought 
someone up there had a bead on him. 
He wasn't afraid of Phillips.” 

A warrant charging Juan Gurley with 
assault with intent to murder for that 
offense was sworn owt, but has never 
been served. 

As the life of Juan Gurley was told, 
the unknown manifested no interest at 
any point. 

The Old Family Dible. 


The father of the Gurley boys was 


‘holding the old family Bible in his lap. 


“Juan is mv oldest child,” said the 
father, as he traced the jines. “He was 
nameq Joseph for Governor Brown, 
and Juan. for Judge Juan  Wil- 
burn, once a prominent lawyer in this 
section, who was also a kinsman.’ 

The elder Guriey is evidently proud 
of his strain of blood and speaks with 
pride of his Kinspeople. His third 
daughter, America, married F. J. Wil- 
jiams, for many years ordinary of 
Lumpkin county, and confederate vet- 
eran. Mrs. Williams is an extremely 
handsome and attractive woman and 
an acomplisheé entertainer. Lewis E. 
Gurley is one of the largest and most 
successful planters in Murray county. 
Another daughter, Nora D., married 
Walter Brookshier, a successful plant- 
er in Jackson county. John H. Gur- 
ley, another son, Is a mineft at Copper 


Hill, Tenn., and is doing well. James

M. Gurley, another son, is doing well 
in Jackson county. Mrs. Guriey, motna- 
er of these children, died the middle 
of last month.

Land Valves. 


Within the past five years the in- 
crease in land vawes has been re- 
markable—in some instances more 
than 200 per cent.

Bethany Plains, Rheims, France, 
July 10.—The international! aviation 
meeting, at which new records for 
height, distance, speed and time were 
set, came to a close today. The meet- 
ing was a triumph for the monoplanes, 
which made all the records and car- 
ried off the majority of #he prizes. 

The experts declare that the most 
important achievement was the record 
made by Leon Horane, who yesterday 
attained a sped of 106 kilometers 
(65.96 miles) an hour. They believe 
that this will be followed soon by #4 
speed of 180 to 200 kilometers, at 
which speed aeroplanes would be lit- 
tle affected by the wind. The moment 
is in sight, they think, when travel 
by aeroplane will be as safe and twice 
as fast as by train. 

The distance and duration records 
established by M. Labouchere yester- 
day, 340 kilometers (211.14 miles), in 
4 hours, 37 minutes and 45 seconds, 
were broken today by Clisslagers, who 
made a magnificent flight of 393 kilo- 
meters (244.44 miles), in 5 hours, 3i 
minutes, 6 seconds. On landing, Cliss- 
lagers was handed a telegram of con- 
gratulation from the king of the Bel- 


gians.

lanta office, which carried the ugliest 
threats that have shown up in Macon 
since the Jeffries-Johnson fight. 

It was signed with the drawing in 
pencil of a dynamite cartridge and 
is believed to have come from some 
negro. 

It follows: 

“Jno. More, I understand that you 
said the moving pictures of Jeffries- 
Johnson would never be as long as you 
are mayor. I want to inform you that 
it is an easy matter to get rid of you. 
If Jeff had won the fight, you would 
have had pictures in your dining- 
room, much less in the city of Macon. 
It would be better if one-half of you 
prejudiced Hellans were added to 
the numbers that keep the lake of 
fire and brimstone going. So you be- 
ware. He, ha, ha. I Know you per- 
sonally.”’ 

The letter will be turned over to 
the postoffice guthorities and an effort 
will be made to find the person who 
wrote the letter. Mayor Moore is not 
alarmed, but will lose no time in try- 
ing to set the authorities on the track 
of the person.

Wet Weather and Weeds. 
With the abundant, if not excessive, 
Tainfall of the past two weeks in most 
parts of the south, the problem of what 
‘to do in wet weather becomes some- 
What perplexing to many farmers. All 


of us know when the sun shines and’ 
the clouds haxe ceased their weeping 
and the ground has become dry enough 
to plow. It is by no means difficult | 
to find something to do in a very dry 
spell. But when it rains every day, 
more or less, and often several heavy 
Showers in a day: when the soil is 
“Mushy and boggy, and the corn and 
cotton plants are full of sap; when 
the tools are rusting from moisture 
and idleness,and the harness. is cover- 
ed with mold, and when the mules are 
‘eating their heads off” and idly fight- 
ing flies for amusement, many a farm- 
er may be nonplussed. 

On one or two propositions, all are 
agreed, and the first one is that the 
Sround should not be plowed when it is 
too wet; but perhaps all will not agree 
as to what constitutes the condition 
which we call “too wet:” some will not 
plow after a hea Vy shower in the early 
morning until next day. The fact is 
well known that some soils are quick- 
ly made too wet, and the same soils be- 
come dry enough to work in less than 
half the time required by other soils. 
in middle Georgia. so varied is the 
Physical character of the sofis, and so 
Sudden and often are the changes 
from one character of soil to another, 
and back again, that there may be two 
Or more sections of a single set of 
corn or cotton rows that will do to 
plow at a given tine, while the re- 
maining portions must wait twenty- 
four hours or more before it would be 
safe to run the plow in thefu. 

As a rule, the deeper the intended | 
Plowing is to be the longer the time! 
necessary for it to get into working! 
condition. This is particularly true | 
when the subsoil is of Clay and the | 
Surface partakes of the same charac- | 
ter. The water sinks rapidly through 
the porou* surface, the cultivated 
stratum, but its progress is arrested as | 
it strikes ithe clay. So it often happens} 
Mhat the plow can be safely and harm- 
lessiy run one or two inches into the | 
Surface soil, but not deeper. This very 
fact is one of the advantages of shal- 
low tillage. A farmer may safely use 
his shallow-running cultivator, or a | 
well-made sweep, without serious in- 
jury to the soil, while his re

on an adjoining field of the same kind 
of soil would do the land and the crop 
“more harm than good” by using 
scooter and scrape, or shovel, 
twister. . 

it is not uncommon in the spring to 
see land plowed when too wet, at the 
depth of 4 or 5 inches, while the upper 
2~ or 3 inches is all. right. If the 
plow goes down into the too wet 
Stratum clay it may be there will re- 
Sult more or less injury to physical 
conditions, that will be manifest 
throughout the remainder of the sea- 
B0n.

some farmers who 
are impatient of the rain and even 
réckless in their practice in regard to 
Plowing wet land, there are also some 
who may be over-cafeful and may often 
lose a day’s work. with the plows when 
fuch a loss hurts. There is a happy 
mean between extremes in such a 
matter, with the balance of wisdom 
in favor of the seemingly overcautious 
farmer, who perhaps has learned from 
“actual experience. 

[I have often wondered why every 
farmer does not get and keep exposed 
@ simple rain gauge, so that he may 
know exactly how much rain has fallen 
during a passing shower, or succession 
of showers, or during the night while 
he was dreaming of five bales to the | 
a@cre and leaves of corn 2 feet long. 
I have been so long accustomed to the 
use of this simple instrument (more 
than 40 vears), that. its toss or non- 
possession would be felt as a real 
privation.

You 
said that the Lookout Mountain pota- 
toes, are grown in the fall, and held 
over till the next fall for seed. 
that remark you answered my ques- 
tion as to the pecultarity of the Look- 
Out Mountain potato. So, it seems to 
me that I, or anyone else, could crigi 
nate the same kind of potato simply 
by growing a crop in the fall and 
holding it over for seed the next fall. 
I have no doubt that this way of hav- 
ing old seed for the second crop will 
solve the difficulty of getting them to 
come up. and of getting a “gooi 
Stand.”

STIFLED COW. 

FE. H. Jones, Greshamville, Ga.—Will 
you please tell what is the matter with 
my cow? She seems to be stiff in her 
hind leg for two or three days. She eats 
heartily, but she can’t use her leg; 
she drags it along on the ground. It 
is not swollen. 

Answer—I suspect that your cow has 
what is known as dislocation of the 
knee cap, or “stifled out,” as it is call- 
ed in horses. The kree cap (pastella) 
is the round, movable bone that lies in 
front of the atifie joint, or the joint 
nearest the animal's flank. This is 
sometimes shoved over to the outside. 
The awkward condition may some- 
times be relieved by starting the ani- 
mal with a sudden, sharp blow with a 
whip, but more commonly it will be 
necessary to pull the foot forward, 
either by simply lifting it with the 
hand, ar by the aid of a rope noosed 
around the fetlock and passing through 
a collar on the neck. At the same time 
push the bone with the hand from the 
outside into its proper position. Then 
keep the anima] on a level floor and 
blister the stifie joint by rubbing on 
an ointment made by mixing two 
drams of cantharides and one ounce of 


lard. 


QUITTOR OR MULE'S FOOT. 

M. N. Coats, Esto, Fila.: I have a 
lame mule. He began te hop badly 
in one night. His heel and around the 
edge of hoof are sore and swollen 
badly, and runs yellow water. Swol- 
len up to the back joint. It doesn't 
geem to be sore, except on the heel 
and one place on side of foot, at edge 
of the hair. I cannot find any sign of 
where anything was stuck in. 

Answer: I judge that the mule has 
the ailment known as Quittor, which 
is usually very herd to cure. First— 
clean the foot and put it in a bran 
poultice for a few days. Then cut 
away any hair that may be pressing 
on the sort part. If at the heel re- 
move the crust with a knife: if it is 
in front rasp it thin. If the trouble 
was caused by a puncture in the foot 
open up the part 4 littie so, that if 
there is any matter it wili * escape. 
Then probe into any fistulous opening 
to find the depth and direction. Roll 
up a,grain of bichloride of mercury 
in tissue paper into a cone Shane ahd 
presa it down to the bottom. Serve 


each and every opening in the sa 
way. Put the foot into a bag to prd- 
tect it from injury and let it alene 
for 3 days, then clean out the open- 
ings and nut in some more of the bi- 
chloride of mercury. and £0 on for two 
weeks or until the parts become 
healthy and the hard swelling has 
ceased, then put the foot into a bath 
made of one ounce chioride of zinc in 
One gallon of water, twice a day for 
20 minutes at a time. As soon as the 
openings hea] then blister the cor- 
rnet by rubbing in ointment of two 
drams of cantharides ang one ounce 
of lard. Repeat in two weeks if nec- 
essary. When all has healed up put 
On &@ bar shoe and give moderate 
work.

CRAMPS OF MULE'S THIGH.

Former attacks have 
been light, but he has one at this hour 
that has been with him now about 
two or three hours. I raised this mule 
and he has been thus afflicted inter- 
mittently even when he was a colt. 
He is hearty and in moderately good 
order. I feed oats in bundles 
Shelled ecrn. His thigh is perfectly 
rigid. I have bathed it in some mild 
liniment which has not as yet done 
any good. seemingly. Any informa- 
tion as to causes and a remedy will 

be highly appreciated. 
Answer—This is a case 
called chronic spasm. or 
is sometimes induced by the animal 
standing on a sloping plank floor. It 
is probably due to irritation of the 
nerves of the thigh. Treatment should 
consist, first, in forcing the animal to 
run or trot, which usually causes re- 
laxation very quickly. Sudden nerv-
